He attended public 
schools in Blaine, College Hill, Batesville and Slayden, where he graduated from high school in 1962. Read went to the 
Northwest Mississippi Junior College, where he received the A. A. degree in 1964 From Northwest, Read went on to the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi, earning the B.A.E. degree in 1966 and the M.A.E. degree in 1967 in secondary ' education. After teach- 
ing at Clarksdale High School (1967-69), Read spent three years in the U.S. Army (1969-72), with two of those years being 
in Vietnam. He returned to graduate school at Ole Miss in 1972, earning an M.S.S. in history' and political science in 1978. 
Read taught in Lafayette County ’ schools during the 1974-75 and 1975-76 academic years, before returning to graduate 
school to earn his doctorate (Ed.D.) in higher education in August, 1973. He joined the Clarke College faculty' in the Sum- 
mer of 1980 teaching history and political science and chairing the Dixision of Natural and Social Science. In the Summer 
of 1986 Read became the Dean of Clarke College.

In the spring of 1979, two years after retiring as President of Clarke 
College, Dr. W. L. Compere entered a unique retirement ministry — that 
of a Scripture dramatist. He memorized the entire Gospel of Mark and 
began giving dramatic presentations of this fast moving and dynamic 
Gospel. Since that time he has given these presentations in scores of 
churches in fourteen states and on three islands in the Caribbean. A 
number of times he has given the entire Gospel in a series of services. 
He did this at a Southern Baptist Senior Adult Chautauqua at the SBC 
Assembly Grounds at Glorieta, New Mexico and at a Senior Adult 
Conference at Gulfshore Assembly, Pass Christian. Also at Gulfshore for 
a Senior Adult AutumnFest he portrayed four Biblical characters in 
costume under the following titles: 

KING DAVID QUOTES THE PSALMS 
PAUL TO THE PHILIPPLANS 
JESUS GIVES THE SERMON ON THE MOUNT 
SIMON PETER TELLS OF PASSION WEEK 

Mrs. Jacqueline S. Compere, the dramatist’s wife, works as his team 
mate, giving introductions and Narrations for many of the 
presentations. Dr. and Mrs. Compere are now into their fifth year of 
letting the entire income from these presentations go to Missions. The 
love offerings have helped several churches in western New York State 
and Michigan with their budding programs. They are grateful that the 
Lord still opens many doors of opportunity for them to serve Him. 
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Dr. Charles H. Melton, Jr., Professor of Religious 
Education, retired from his position on the Clarke Col- 
lege faculty on December 31, 1991. 

Dr. Melton attended the Mississippi School for the 
Blind, Jackson, MS, and the Kentucky School for the 
Blind, Louisville. He holds Bachelors, Masters, Doctor- 
ate degrees in Religious Education and since 1962, has 
served on the Clarke College faculty' and as Director of 
Missions, Newton County Baptist Association..

Churches in Mississippi and surrounding states or have 
served in home and foreign missions. Dr. Melton's 
wife, Mrs. Vera Melton, RN, served as campus nurse.
